black stain disappears when toma- 
toes or food containing lemon 
juice is cooked in it. 


“Chemistry 2A also prepares the 
for more advanced 
courses and inspires them to do in- 
dependent reading along chemical 
lines which may interest them in 
a life’s work, or broaden their in- 
terests.”’ 


Advanced Chemistry 


The walls of Building P on the 
SAC campus are lined with bottles 
of every shape, size, and color. 
They contain liquids, powders, and 
crystals. On the work benches. are 
an array of glass utensils never 
seen in’ any kitchen. They are for 
the use of the more advanced stu- 
dents who_have decided to make 
chemistry, chemical

Accredited by Universities 


Two years of college chemistry 
are offered at SAC. The first 
year’s work includes a semester of 
the analysis of all kinds of chem- 
ical compounds including minerals 
and alloys Organic chemistry and 
quantitative analysis are covered 
in the second year. The students 
are encouraged to do independent 
research and carry out laboratory 
experiments of their own.

Foam Rubber Mystery 


Industry has problems for the 
chemist to solve that are as excit- 
ing as the tracking down of a mur- 
durer in a mystery thriller. 

. During the summer of 1952 Van 

Osdell had an assignment- in 
Akron, Ohio. A rubber company 
had been shipping out from four to 
five thousand foam rubber pillows 
and mattresses each month. Then 
a steady stream of pillows and 
matresses began returning. The 
foam rubber was becoming brittle, 
it was losing its resilience, turning 
yellow. The company had to, know 
why and soon. a 


Process Checked 


Each element in the foam rub- 
*ber was checked. The manufact-. 
uring processes . were checked, 
Everything that come in caqntact. 
with the rubber was tested. Fin=’ 
ally Van’ Osdall -discovered ‘the 
cause of the deterioration.: Small . 
amounts of copper and manganese, 
which always cause a breakdown 
of rubber, were found in the alum- 
inum that had been used to make 
the molds for the shaping of the 
pillows and mattresses. 

As Van Osdall and his family 
were leaving Akron to return to 
California, another chemist took 
up the work. A chemical. inhibitor 
must be found which could be 
mixed with the rubber that would 
permit the use of the molds. The 
Company could not afford to: write 
off, the $40,000 it had invested in 
molds.
